Delegates to the head camp of the 
Modern Woodmen of America in its 
closing session at the Globe theater 
elected to raise their fraternal insur- 
suronce rates approximately 47 per 
cent The vote was 460 to 807. 

This Bubfltantial revision directly af- 
fects 1,270,608 members of the order 
It raarlta say the victors, the beginning 
of a safe era in the insurance depart- 
ments of fraternal orders. 

'*The adoption of the new rate is the 
greatest thing ever done in the history 
of fraternal insurance," said Head 
Consul Talbot 'Trinciples and not 
legislation shaped our actions. "We 
- could have stopped short of this step 
and still have satisfied the state laws 
based on the Mobile bill; but ^we were 
determined to get the best possible in- 
surance that could be computed." 

The new rates become effective for 
new members May 1, 1912. Old mem- 
bers haveuntilJan. 1. 1913, to make 
their choice of seven optional plans. 
If by that date they have not declared 
their preference they will arbitrarily 
be given the new whole life plan rang- 
ing at 75 cents a month to every $1,000 
when eighteen years old to $2 perSl- 
000 at forty-five. 

\, The adoption of the plan advanced by 
the head oRicials ia the most important 
thing ever done in Woodcraft for it 
means a complete change in handling 
the order's affairs. Many fear it may 
Jtillthe order while others feel it will 
save it 

One thing is certain— it means that 
many of the old members will drop out 
in a short time, in .fact, many say they 
■will never pay another asseflsment 
Lake county worked hard agairftt the 
proposed plan believing it was unneces- 
(. sary. 

. As there are 3,000 members of the 
Woodmen in Lake county, it Is seen 
thiBcounty was vitally interested. There 
are over a million members in the Unit- 
ed States. 

Conrad Hollstein, who with George 
Lynch were delegates from.Lake coun- 
ty to the national M. W. A. convention, 
Chicago, wfts the only delegate in the 
tenth congressional district to vote 
against the proposed increase in rate. 
He voted that way because Lake coun^ 
ty camps instructed him to. George 
Lynch, now residing- in Chicago, but a 
. member of the Libcrtyvllle camp, did 
not follow instructiona of Lake county 
<i&mp8. but voted in favor of the raise 
Mr. Hollstein was asked for a statement 
on the work of the convention. He 
fiaid: 

"Asa delegate and representing the 
various campa of Lake county. I wili 
state that I was the only delegate from 
the Tenth Congressional District who 
voted against the committee's report 
-aa it was presented knowing the wishes 
of the different camps of the county^ 
and I wont to take this opportunity to 
thank the neighbors that ossifited and 
lobbied against the committee's report 
"Personally. I thing that our in- 
crease of rate was sure to come, as 
our insurance was too cheap ^o last and 
I think an* increase of 26 per cent, 
would have been adequate enough' to 
put the' Woodman on a sound basis for 
yeora to come; but as the majority of 
the delegates present at the adjourned 
session of the Head Camp voted to 
adopt the reviaion^commitee's report in 
every detail, we will have presented to 
us In the hear future aeven* different 
plans to choose from and any of these 
plans may be cheaper than the present 
rates and some much higher, but we 
can be^Bsured that their will never bo 
any -more changes of rates in the Mod- 
ern Woodman as they have established 
practically on basis of old line insurance. 



Some of thojeading citizens of hako 
Villa are circulating a petition for the 
organization of a now township in this 
County to be known as the-**Town of 
Lake Villa." It will include thirteen 
sections in Antioch township, twelve

corporated village, namely. Lake Villa. 
Reports have been circulated that it 
was to include the village of Fox Lake, 
but this information is incorrect 

The citizens of Lake Villa believe 
that they deserve a township In and 
around this village as for a great many 
years they have had to travel about 
six miles in order to vote at a" township 
e^ction. One of the most important 
effects of the organization of this town- 
ship will be the building of good roads 
from the village of Lake Villa to the 
town line of Warren, thus giving the 
people of the lake shore n good auto- 
mobile road fiom Waukegan to the en- 
tire lake region. 

The petition has already been signed 
by four.fifths of the voters of the dis- 
trict involved, whereas only three- 
fourths is necessary. This petition will 
be presented at the March ipeeting of 
the Board of Supervisors.

Milk producers of Waukegan vicinity 
hold a meeting Tuesday afternoon in 
McCanny hall, Waukegan, listening to 
addresses by these men: Senator Ol- 
son, Attorney Lumley. both of Wood- 
atock; Representative Jos. Anderson, 
Lake Foreat; John Capdoro, Waukegan. 
President Joe Murphy presided and 
about one hundred farmers and a few 
city officials attended. 

The latter is secretary of the Wauke- 
gan association and he attacked Wauke- 
gan omcials for having appointed as 
milk inspector Clarence Hicks, who 
he claimed, was not qualified to pass on 
farm conditions, because he was not a 
practical farrpcr. Cadmore said: 

*'If the city desires to inspect our 
farms, why not select some man who 
is capable, one who knows the business 
from the ground up. Personally I like 
Hicks— he made a good policeman, but 
It IS a joke on you farmers when a man 
like him is sent to your place to tell 
you how you should maintain your farm 
and your herdsif your milk is to come 
to Waukegan; a man whenever hai 
owned a cow (he reallykeeps two) artd 
who knows little about it We would 
welcome inspection by a man who 
knows the business of a 'farmer. 1 
urge you all to join the Chicago associa- 
tion and thus enable us to work togeth- 
er and uet protection. 

"If the city wants better milk, all 
right; if It wants to designate how much 
air space each cow must have, all right 
—but the farmer must be paid for it 
City oflicials should call the farmers, 
health oflicers and others together and 
discuss plans for bettering conditions 
and not allow Chlcagoans to dictate," 
Senator Olson gave a short Ulk, ex- 
plaining the fallacy of the tuberculin 
test of the little backing pasteurization 
has among Chicago doctors in hospitals, 
etc. He-referred to legislation enacted 
to help and hurt the farmers and again 
assured his hearers he had done what 
he believed was best in the farmers' in- 
terests in the senate. 

Representative Anderson follow him 
and Mr. Lumley wound up the meeting 
with a rousing talk, denonncing tuber- 
culin testing of cows, giving reasons, 
illustrations, etc.

After a deliberation that lasted sev- 
eral hours, the jury in the Circuit court 
Saturday evening returned a verdict of 
not guilty in the case of Wm. Pinkett 
the negro charged with* having voted 
Illegally at the Zion City election last 
spring. Thus honors between the atate 
and the attorneys for the defense are 
now even-each having won a case. If 
there was any disposition on the part of 
the defense before to think of giving 
up the prosecution, as reported, this 
hasnow been forgotten and in all pro- 
bability each case will be fought bitter- 
ly. 

The jury retired to its room about 
3:30 o'clock Saturday afternoon. The 
first ballot was taken soon afterward 
and resulted In a vote of ten to two for 
acquittal. A second ballot was taken 
a short time afterward and resulted the 
same as the (irst 

Then followed a rather lengthy dis- 
cussion of the facta advanced during 
the case with the result that when the 
third ballot was taken the result was 
eleven to one for acquittal. Then for a 
longtime it looked as if the one juror 
from Antioch would hanjr the jury. 
BalloU were taken repeatedly with the 
same result as the third, the twelfth 
man demanding a conviction. 

Finally when it looked as if the jury 
might be kept out all night and in the 
end might have to disagree, the twelfth 
man changed his mind and the verdict 
of acquittal was nnanimous. 

The case was by no means as simple 
as the first one where the defendant 
practically admitted his guilt by state- 
ments made while giving his testimony. 
This was not so in the Pinkett case. 
The defendent testified that he had 
moved to' Zion City with the intention 
OS making thai city his permanent ad- 
dress. He said that he had gone to 
Chicago to.secure employment but had 
left part of his clothing and belongings 
in Zion City because he intended to re- 
return there. He testified also that he 
had never voted outside of the city 
after moving there and that when his 
vote was challenged that he believed 
that he had a perfect right to have It 
sworn In. 

The testimony of witnesses put on by 
the state, |n the opinion of the jury, 
did not show that the defendent had 
willingly-voted illegally ^f such was the 
case. 



TO BUILD MODERN ROAD 

New Town to Build Road from Waufce- 
san to fox Lake. 

A paved road, extending from Wau- 
kegan to Fox Lake, the path for all 
Chicago autolats, on the woy to their 
I summer play ground, promising to be 
one of the most important thorough- 
fares for Waukegon, will result from 
the creation of the new township of 
Lake Villa, should the board of super- 
visiora see fit to grant the prayer of the 
prayer of the petition. "^ 

A petition has been signed by four- 
fifths of all voters of Lake Villa, and 
the proposed new township, to be com- 
posed of parts of Grant Avon, Antioch 
and West Antioch will be present- 
ed at the next meeting of the county 
board. 

In return for the granting of the 
petition, the residenta of the new town- 
ship promise the board that they will 
construct a paved roadway from the 
city limits of Waukegan on Grand ave- 
nue, to Fox Lake, traversing almost 
the entire length of the county. 

The road will be macadamized, at a 
Post of about $1,500 per mile to the 
farmers, and already all the farmers 
along the proposed roadway have sign- 
ified their willingness to aid in this 
work. 

What it will mean to Waukegan can- 
not be estimated. It will mean that 
all the Chicago tourists, who use tho 
lake regions of the county aa their 
front yard play grounds, will follow the 
Sheridan Road from Chicago to Wauke- 
gan going west along the new road and 
passing through the business section of 
Waukegan. 

It will mean that the farmers will 
take more produce to Waukegan to be 
sold, because they will be assured that 
they Mil not be stuck in the mud either 
coming or going. 

It will mean that the farmers will 
go to Waukegan to trade, because ac- 
cess will be easy to that city and the 
roads good all the way in from the 
western section of the county and in- 
stead of consuming a day to go to Chi- 
cago, the farmers will go to Waukegan. 
The matter will be left directly in 
the hands of the supervisors, and all 
that is necessary to guarantee this 
great work will be the creation of the 
new township, which is asked in the 
petition.— Waukegan Gazette.

While the findinea of these veterin- 
arians will not be given out until Satur- 
day, it is declared by dairymen who 
witnessed the test that it was a blow to 
the value of the tuberculin test. The 
animal slain Friday has, for four years 
been under observation of experts of 
tho Wild Rose Farm at St. Charles. 
Tested three times, it was twice con- 
demned as. having tuberculosis and 
once, the last time, declared a perfect- 
ly sound animal. ■

MILK TRAIN WAS 

WRECKED UN ST. 

PAUL ROAD 

The milk train, due at Libertyville at 
8 o'clock bound for Chicago on the St. 
Paul railroad, was wrecked Monday 
morning just north of Rondout ai;d it 
vvas miraculous that nobody was killed 
in the accident which caused great dam- 
age to the train. 

A defective **frog" caused the train 
to be derailed and it ran for a thousand 
feet after leaving the derail. The six 
milk cat^ and two couches in all left the 
track, the engine only remaining on 
the rails. 

Seven hundred feet of track and ties 
wore torn up as they carshed along. 

Tralllc was tied uu on the entire lino 
up to 2 o'clock Monday afternoon. Two 
of the cars wore practially destroyed. 
None of the passengers were hurt iil- 
thnugh all were badly shaken up. 



Depuly County Treasurer Has Close Call 
to Asphyxiation 

James Hepburn of Highwood, deputy 
county treasurer of Lake county had a 
close call to being asphyxiated by escap- 
ing gas from a hot water heater, while 
taking a bath last Saturday night -He 
managed to stagger out of the bath- 
room just before he was completely 
overcome by the deadly fumes. 

Mr. Hepburn was engaged in taking 
his bath when he felt a numbness steal- 
ing over his body. He could not imagine 
the cause until he thought of the hot 
water heater located in the bathroom. 
He managud to crawl over to this and 
turn it off but the deadly carbon mon- 
oxide gas which already had been gen- 
erated filled the little room, and it was 
with the greatest difficulty that Mr. 
Hepburn reached the door and fell into 
the next room. He is of the opinion 
that had he been a few minutes later in 
detecting the cause of the fumes that 
he would have been unable to make his 
escape. 

Carbon monoxide gas, while similar 
in its effects to ordinary gas is quite 
different It generates from the burn- 
ing of gas and is even more deadly than 
ordinary; gas and it is harder to detect 
There have been several similar in- 
stances where people have been partial- 
ly overcome by this gas.

In a 
new homespun dress, with a new red 
bandana handkorchlcf wound tightly 
around her head and another crossed 
flchu fashion over her amplo bosom, 
Martha has been showing Mrs. Taft 
and Helen Taft how a good old south- 
ern mammy can give a French maid 
cards and opailes and then beat her at 
Ler own game. 

Martha went to the White Hooao as 
the maid of a young southern woman 
who visited Miss Helen Taft. 

When preparations for a great din- 
ner began at the White House Martha 
was In her clement. Herself one of 
•those famous cooks whose art has 
made the hospitality of the south tra- 
ditional, Martha asked to be allowed 
to have a hand In the preparation of 
tho menu selected by Mrs. Taft. That 
gracious lady readily gave her con- 
sent, and for the first time since the 
days of Andrew Jackson tho savorj- 
odors of old-fashioned southern cook- 
ing rose from the White House kltch- 
;0n stove. 

One feature of Washington' life at 
which Martha feels scandalized Is 
the high social rank of the diplomat- 
ic corps. 

"Dar In Washington city." aho de- 
clares, with a note of scorn In her 
voice, "de white folks mixes In wid 
all sorts o* furrlners— Cblnamens, Jap-

New Animals Discovered by Curator 




^ ( lOO QEUEVf 
THIS AMiMAL

N. Hollister, assistant curator of the 
division of mammals, United 
States National museum, announces 
tho discovery of four new animals 
from the Canadian Rockies, In a paper 
Just published by tho Smithsonian In- 
stitution. 

During last summer a small party 
of naturalists from the Smithsonian 
Institution accompanied tho expedition 
of the Alpine club of Canada to the 
'Ut. Robson region, avherc they made 
the first natural history collection ever 
taken in that vicinity. Tho paper men- 
Jtloned above is the first publication Is- 
■;uscd by the Institution on this expe- 
idltlon. although J. H. RUey. a mem- 
•ber of the party, has written a descrlp- 
[tlon of two now species of birds dls- 
jcovered on the trip, which has recently 
ibeen published In the proceedings of 
Ithe Biological Society of Washington; 
Jhoth of tho blrda are of the sparrow 
tiumlly, one a song sparrow, and the 



other a species known as fox sparrow. 

The natural history work of the ex- 
pedition was under the charge of Mr. 
Hollister. He paid especial attention, 
however, to tho mammals, four of 
which ho describes — a chipmunk, a 
mantelcd ground squirrel and two 
bats. All the specimens camo from 
the neighborhood of Mt. Robson, 
which lies in tho wild and unexplored 
parts of British Columbia, at about 
14,500 feet elevation. 

Tho chipmunk la a new species, and 
all the specimens of It come from the 
region along the boundary line be- 
tween British Columbia and' Alberta, 
from Yollowhead Pass northward. .Tho 
ground squirrel Is a beautifully mark- 
ed and highly colored form of the ge- 
nus, and was found living In the 
alpine meadows and rocks of the 
snow-covered region above timber line. 
Tho head and shoulders are a rich 
and glossy Mars brown, and tho sides 
are marked by conspicuous lateral 
stripes. 

While the two now species of bats 
resemble somo well known forms, ex- 
ternally they are qulto distinct and 
readily distinguishable by the shape of 
the skull. One of them curiously 
enough, most resembles a species 
known only from Mexico, 
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Indian Population Rapidly Inareasing 



EXCLUSIVE of Alaska, tho Indian 
population of tho United States In 
.1910 was. In round figures. 306,000, ao 
compared with 243,000 In 1890, and 270.- 
000 in 1900. Contrary to tho popularno- 
tlon, the Indian Is Increasing. His gain 
In numbers, moreover. Is far less sur- 
prising than Is his growth In Indus- 
try and Intelligence. Tho 5,470 Indians 
residing In Now York, chiefly rem- 
nants of tho old Iroquois, follow tho 
same pursuits as their whlto neigh- 
liors, dress tho same, and, save In 
complexion, aiffcr from the whites In 
no essential particular. Much more 
than a third of aU the Indians In the 
lUnlted States, or 117,000. realdo In 
Oklahopia. ' 

Most of theue aro members of the 
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old Five Civilized Tribes (Cherokees, 
Creeks, Choctaws, Chlckasaws and 
Seminolca), each of which, in tho old 
Indian territory, which was part of 
the present state of Oklahoma, had a 
civil government of Its own for two- 
thirds of a century,' with schools, 
churches, mines, factories, mercantile 
houses, banks and other accosaorles of 
tho highest civilization.

For moro than ten years tho ngrl- 
cuUural experiment station at the 
University of„Illlnols has been carry- 
ing on the soil survey work for the 
state. In 1008 important results wore 
published In Bulletin No. 123, entitled 
"Tho Fertility In Illinois Soils." This 
bulletin contained a general soil sur- 
vey map of the state in colors. C. U. 
Hopkins described In that bulletin 
the various soil types of tho state, tho 
plant food necessary and the meth- 
ods to bo employed In establishing a 
permanent agriculture. 

Another Important period In this 
soil survey was marked tho first week 
In January. 1912, by the publication of 
soil survey maps of Clay and Moult- 
rie counties in soil reports Nos. 1 and 
2. Theso Illinois county soil reports 
begin a scries separate and distinct 
from tho bulletins and circulars of 
the experiment station. At least three 
of theso county reports will be sent 
to tho station's entire mailing list. 

Tho 'state of Illinois, and particular- 
ly the farmers of the state, aro to be 
congratulated that they are now to re- 
ceive the benefit of ton years' of work 
by a largo force of trained experts un- 
der the general supervision of Dr. 
Hopkins. In this work, for which tho 
state has furnished the funds. Dr. 
Hopkins has been ably assisted by 
Professors J. G. Moslor, J. H, Pettit 
and J. K. Readhimer, each of whom 
has had a targe force of men under 
his direction. 



means of rortlilzntlon which will cre- 
ate the greatest productivity are de- 
scribed as proved by the soil analysis 
nnd demonstrated on tho experiment 
fields. 

Tho positive results shown and the 
great helpfulness given In these re- 
ports may be Illustrated by tho follow- 
ing from tho soil report on Moultrie 
county: 

"Tho most significant fact revealed 
by tho investigation of Moultrie coun- 
ty is the lowl phosphorus content of 
the common brown slit loam prairie, 
a typo of soil which covers more than 
three-fourths of the entire county. Tho 
market value of this land Is about 
1200 nn acre, and yet an application 
of |30 worth of fire-ground raw rock 
phosphate would double the phos- 
phorus content of tho plowed soil. 
Such an application properly made 
would also double the yield of clover 
In tho near future; and, If the clover 
wore then returned^ to tho soil either 
directly or In farm manure, the com- 
bined effect of the phosphorus and 
nitrogenous organlo matter with a 
good rotation of crops would soon 
double the yield of com on most 
farms." ^ 

These aro not mere assertions, for 
fortunately tho station has conducted 
somo definite field experiments on this 
same typo of soil In different counties 
In the same soil area as Moultrlo. Tho 
report gives the results on those vari- 
ous fields. We havo space for but 
one example:

The soil report that has Just been 
published on Clay county contains 32 
pages of text, two excellent maps of 
the county. In colors showing the 
exact location and extent o[ Utteen 
types of soil, and sevoral plates show- 
ing results on experiment fields. 

The Soil noport No. 2, on Moultrie 
county, contains 38 pages of text, a 
map of Moultrie county in colors, and 
eight plates showing growing crops 
under various treatments on ox perl- 
ment lield. 

In those reports tho dltforcni kinds 
of soils and their characteristics aro 
discussed at length, and the various

Theae two men are not Dromloa'tn ap- 
pearance, though their names escape 
that fate by the bare breadth of ono 
initial letter— and thereby hangs a 
war department story. .' 

When the Spanish war broke out A- 
Allen Parker was a senior at Perdue 
university. In Indiana. Ho volunteer- 
ed for service agalnat tho Spaniards, 
went to the front aa a corporal of 
Company A, Ono Hundred and Fifty- 
eighth Indiana Infantry, nnd'aerved 
out hia cnllatmont with credit 

After tho war was over. A. Allen 
Parker felt a fleslre to enter the reg- 
ular army as a commissioned ofllcor. 
Tlncle Sam's forces woro being In- 
crensed nnd the government had va- 
cancies for young men who had 
served ngalnst tho Spaniards, who 
could get tho proper recommendations, 
nnd who could pass the required phys- 
ical nnd mental examination. There 
were more young men who desired tho 
positions than there wore vacancies, 
ond BO, feeling qualified both by mili- 
tary education and by hIa record to 
become a second lloutonant. Corporal 
A. Allen Parker asked tho member of 
congress from his district lo recom- 
mend him for B commission In . tho 
regulars. 

Tho obliging congressman went to 
tho wnr department and stated hla 
cllent'a caae. The war department 
looked up the Spanlah war records 
and found that Corporal A. Allen 
Parker of Indiana had a moat credit- 
able record and tho congressman was 
told that before long A. \ Allen Parker 
of Indiana would receive notlHcatlon 
to present himself before a board of 
onicers at Fort Sheridan for examina- 
tion for his commission. 

Wrong Man Was Notified, 
Back In Indiana Corporal A. Allen 
.^Parker waited for six weeks and 
>u nothing. Then he went to his 
.-•rtjngreBsman, who was home on a 
Tlslt, and told him that he feared that 
tho war department had been forget- 
ful. The congressman went back to 
Washington that night, and, going 
straight to tho department, asked why 
hla conatltuont, A, Allen Parker, had 
not received orders to take hta exami- 
nation. 

The military secretary told the 
congressman that Parker had not only 
been ordered before an examining 
board, but that he had passed his ex- 
amination and was now a full-fledged 
second lieutenant of Infantry stationed 
at .the Presidio In San Pranclaco, 

Tho congressman was as dumb- 
founded ae a congrcasmnn over allows 
himself to bo. He said that If Parker 
» of Indiana was In tho army ho was 
lending a dual existence. 

Then they wont to tho records and 
there they found that Allen Parker, a 
corporal of the One Hundred and Six- 
tieth Indiana Infantry., had written the 
war department nnd expressed a de- 
sire (or n commission. 

Tho offlclalshad thought that this 
Allen Parker was A. Allen Parker, the 
cougressmnn'a friend, andr'lnstanter 
they 'had 'ordered, him to Fort Sheri- 
dan for examination. He passed, waa 
commlsaloned by tho president' and 
confirmed by tho senate and reached 
Ms California post within a month, 
and all this us a result of a short let- 
ter aaylng that lio would like tho Job 
of a second lieutenant. 

The Indiana congreaamnn 8U,cceoded 
lu getting a comralsalon for Corporal 
A. Allen Parker, but It took three 
months, and Allou Parker, tho lucky, 
ranked his Indiana namosako lOO fllea 
on tho lluoal list ^

For the nrat time since ho came to 
America tho Right Honorable James 
Dryco. tho British nmbaaaador, led 
tho lino at tho reception of tho diplo- 
mats. Mr. nryco la ranked In length 
of aervlco by Mr. J. J. Juaaornnd, tho 
French amhaHsador, and by Dnron 
HongolmuUor von Hengervar, who la 
the dean of tho diplomatic corps. It 
recently has been rumored that tho 
nrabaasadora of Franco and Austria- 
Hungary nro to bo recalled, and If 
this prove true It la probable that tho 
representative of Groat Britain for 
tho first time In a good many yeara 
win hold the rank In poflltlon In 
Wnshlngton of the corps of foreigners. 
There also bavo been rumors that 
Mr. Dryco la lo be recalled, but from 
tho beat Informed sources It la learn- 
ed to bo likely that ho will remain 
hero until tho present ruling party 
In England passes from power, un- 
less, of course, It should keep Ita 
•place for a groat many years to come. 
Something In Theae Names. 

What's In n namo Is a queatlon and 
a quotation In ono which hna passed 
Into what tho flippant call tho class 
of the bromides. A good deal la found 
to bo In some nnmca when ono reads 
tho Hat of tho diplomatic roprcsonta- 
tlves of Auatrla-Hungory to the Unit- 
ed States. The ambassador's namo, 
as win bo aeon by a glance at It 
above, hna n good "deal to It, but It 
becomea a amnll affair when com- 
pared with the nnraog of some of the 
Bubordlnates In his offlce. For In- 
stance, there la Capt.* Baron F. Prous- 
chen von und zu Uebenateln, naval 
attache. The wlfo of the captain 
baron carrlea tho aame namo. Then 
there nro Count Felix von Bnisselle- 
Schaubeck and Ivnn Caokonlcs do 
Zaombolja et lanova. Then niao. for 
fuller measure, there la Secretary of 
Legation Stephen Hodry do Hedrl ot 
do Oenoro Abo. Why the secretary 
apella Hedry, which occurs twice In 
hla name, two different .ways not ovon 
tho attaches of tho embassy seem to 
bo ablo to tell. 

People Like Frequent Elections. 
Tho Republican nnd Democratic na- 
tional committees havo held their 
mcGtlnga In Wnshlngton. Tho presi- 
dential campaign la on. The political 
actlvltlea of the American people aro 
practically ceaseless. National, atato 
and local clectlona follow one another 
In unbroken round. It Is held that In 
short terms of otnco lies the greoter 
safety for free Inatltutlona. 

It has been aaaertod and argued to 
tho limit of pntlenco and endurance 
that tho campaigning times, with their 
attendant excitement, coming as they 
do with barely a apace betwoon, tend 
to tho breaking of the health of tho 
business life. Prosperity, however, has 
been ao generally a part of the coun- 
try'H hlatory that llttlo heed Is given 
to tho complaining cry. The fear of 
n posalblo InatabtUty of institutions 
that might "follow a change baa out- 
weighed the fear of a posslblo but tem- 
porary commercial Instability. 

In Massacbuaotts, where, because of 
tho Buppoaed effect of a traditional 
habit of thought, the people might, 
bo expected to look with favor on a 
long tenure of public ofDce, tho gov- 
ernor of the atato Is elected for one 
year, and, until recently, the mayor 
of Boston also held olllco only for a 
twelvemonth. Massachusetta and'Boa- 
ton nro not weaklings commercially. 
Naming Prcaldenta a Great Gamo, 
The recurring talk ot a term of six 
years for tho president and tho talk of 
life terms for senators, la probably 
but talk for talk's sako. Anything 
that has politics for a basis Is of Inter- 
est to the live American, and In the 
pursuit of mild excitement proposi- 
tions, arc advanced for which the ad- 
vancer couldn't get a vote— not even 
hla own. 

American polltlca deals largely In 
futurea. The naming of preBldcnta la 
done 'Bo /nony thonaanda of times be- 
fore the convention days that flgurca 
cannot keep tho count Tho ques- 
tion of the multitude that witnesses 
the oath taking of a president on the 
phitform eaat of the capital la: "Who 
win take the oath four years from to- 
day?" There are some thouaanda of 
Individual members of the multitude 
who will be quick to give answer, and 
each can back the given name with 
reaaona that he bellevea aU convinc- 
ing. It Is a groat game and it makes 
lor safety. 

There never haa been a timo since 
Washington waa Inaugurated In the 
city of Now York when :the concerna 
of legislation,, no matter how vital to 
the country, havo been strong enough 
to keep pc^nUca and the matter of the 
prealdentlal aucceaalon out of tho poo- 
plo'a minds. The American thrlvea on 
politics— proof enough, perhaps, that If 
la a healthy food. 

A president Is to bo named next 
Buramer by one or the other of two 
conventions. Tho campaign has boon 
In progress over since tho election re- 
turns were In on tho November night 
more than three years ago that saw 
the election of WtUlam Howard Taft. 
Tho presidential campaign la always 
on — Juat a llttlo more ao in tho proaont 
Instance because of tho personality of 
the oxocutlve, because of hla atnto- 
ment of "never- again" which somo of 
the (^jople won't boUcvo, and bbcnuae 
■of the Issuer which In a sonao have 
divided tho Republican party Into two 
factions— though unfortunately enough, 
claaaos might bo the better word.

InBUranca Rates Are Increased on

Uomo. — Tho Italian government hot 
ordered that the 29 Turks arrested 
aboard tho French mall steamer Ma- 
nouba shall be Imedlatoly released. 
The Turks are now at Cagllnrl. In Sar- 
dlnlo.

Eloy Alfaro and Oonorals Paez and 
Montero wore captured January 22 at 
Guayaquil when government troops 
under Gen. Leonldas Plaza forced the 
revolutionists who held Guayaquil to 
capitulate. 

Flavio Alfaro had been wounded In a 
battle a few days before the fall of 
GuayaquU. 

Medardo Alfaro waa captured on 
January 26 as ho arrived nt Guaya- 
quil on board n steamer with a body 
of rebel troops. 

Eloy Alfaro was proclaimed presi- 
dent of Ecuador by tho populace in 
January, 190G, after ho had defeated 
the government troops at Quito. In 
October of the same year ho was elect- 
ed provisional president by the na- 
tional convention and held the olUce 
of chief executive until 1911. 

In that year Emllio Estrada ran for 
the office with Flavio Alfaro as an op- 
ponent, and waa elected by a majority 
of over 100.000 votes. Estrada was 
then inducted Into office and retained 
the chief executlveahlp unUI hia death 
last December. 

Tho Alfaros and their followers had 
not been Idle during Estrada's tenure 
of office and there frequently came ro- 
ports of their Intention to start a rev- 
olution in Ecuador. When Estrada 
died General Montero, a trusted lieu- 
tenant of the Alfaros, had himself pro- 
claimed president by the Radicals and 
tho 'troops In Guayaquil. Montero at 
the time was commander-in-chief of 
the military in the Guayaquil district. 
He formed a provisional ministry and 
the new government signed an act to 
Ignore the constitutional administra- 
tion at Quito. 

Severe fighting followed tho outbreak 
of the now revolt, and tho United 
States government sent the gunboat 
Yorktown to Ecuadorean waters to 
protect American Interests. The light- 
ing continued with varying successes 
until January 10. when the rebels suf- 
fered a bad defeat at Yaguache, north- 
east of Guayaquil. Four days later 
Guayaquil capitulated to Generol 
Plaza. 

Eloy Alfaro and Generals Montero 
and Paez wero found In hiding and 
were then only saved from death by 
the intervention of Gen. Julio An^rade 
of the government forces. Later they 
were taken to tho Quito penitentiary.

New Disease Baffles Doctors- 
A mysterious new disease has bro 
lien out In the Fylde District of Lan- 
cashire, Eng., and Is seriously exer- 
cising the medical profession. 

At a meeting of the sanitary com- 
mittee of the Garstang Board of Guar- 
dians, Doctor Sergeant, the county 
medical omcer of health, stated that 
the name of the disease was "pollo- 
melltes," and as It affected young 
children there was a great deal of 
tragedy about It. 

The symptoms were those of para- 
lysis. Involving the loss of the uso of 
one or more limbs, more especially the 
logs.

III.— The coroner's Jury 
In the KInmundy wreck Inquiry 
brought In a verdict holding that tho 
Illinois Central railroad erred In run- 
ning trains 25 and 3 so close together, 
holding Henry Snyderjohn, operator at 
Edgewood in error for allowing the 
trains to pass so closely to each 
other and Henry J. Brockor. nagman. 
for not throwing out a red fusee to 
flag Vo.

In tho course of her Joumeylnga 
Mra. Batcholler coUocted some Inter- 
esting goaalp. At a dinner which ahe 
gave In Rome she was disturbed aa to 
how to scat her guosta. Finally she 
placed a former minister of foreign 
affairs on hor ^Ight and Count Grop- 
pl, former ambassador to St Peters- 
burg, on her left Sho apologized to 
the count on the ground of un- 
famillarly with Italian etiquette.

you tho flrat homage from Italy." 
Royal Family Prodlgah 
The Italian royal family has been 
prodigal ot Its own aervlcea for the 
people of Italy. So when the cholera 
felled hundreda of cltlzcna tho king 
and queen were first at the bcdaldo of 
tho suffering and afflicted. When Mes- 
sina waa deatroyed the king nnd queen 
ruahed to Naples and embarked on a 
man-of-war which was hurried to tho 
Bcche of the catastrophe. There they 
peraonally succored the victims of tho 
earthquake. 

Now another one of Italy's royal 
women has token up the burden of hor 
country's autforlnga. Thla la the. 
Duchess of Aosta, who not only Qn{ 
rolled herself aa one of the devoted 
band of Red Cross nuraea that hao 
gone to Tripoli to care for tho wound- 
ed of the Italian army, but sho re- 
fuaoa to accept any spoclal attontlona 
due her royal rank. 

In tho camp ahe Is known almply 
OS Nurae No. 3. but the aoldlora, who 
worahlps this tender-hearted woman, 
know well who Nurse No. 3 Is, and as 
she paasea through the wards of the 
hospitals they klsa the hem of her 
veil and bless the dynasty of Savoj 
that gave Italy Ita fluo rulers and 
splendid gentlewomen. 

The Duchess ot Aoata. whose hus- 
band Is In direct succession for the 
throno of Italy, Is not dlatlngulabed in 
ony particular from the other nuraea, 
aharea their humble cots, eats the 
same food, does her full share of the 
nuralng, atands watch with the other 
nursea and doea not shrink from at- 
tending tho Boldlera ot Italy ot the 
operating table. 

It la said that the king had de- 
clared he would not permit any ot 
the royal women to face the dangers 
of nursing In Tripoli, a danger due to 
the unscrupulous nature of tho Arabs 
and TrlpoUtana, who have proved 
themselves treacherous and murder- 
ous. The DuchcsB of Aosta did not an- 
nounce her Intention of going, but em- 
barked aecretly, and It waa not until 
sho waa recognized after the tranaport 
ateamer had loft Naples that ahe ad- 
mitted her Identify.

Head of the State, In France. Is Called 

Upon to Draw on Private 

Fortune, 

The French republic, In atrong con- 
trast to tho United States, uaually 
electa to the presidency men of con- 
siderable wealth, who are compelled 
by the high atatlon they hold to enter- 
tain extravagantly, often having as 
guests of the republic kings and em- 
perors, the Indianapolis News ol>- 
Borvos. Several who havo served oa 
president of the French republic hove 
seriously diminished their fortunes 
while In power. M. Thiers lived as 
simply aa an American president 
making few largo expenditures and 
living well within hla personal reve- 
nue of 400,000 francs ($100,000) a 
year. 

"Marshal MacMahon," says Le Crl 
do Paris, "dlapensed largely. He had 
GOO.OOO francs for entertainment of 
princes, ambassadora, envoys and oth- 
er great peraonages, nnd other ex- 
penses were voted later. Tho ' last 
months of his presidency he hypothe- 
cated Bomewhore near the value of 
the hotel ho poaaesaod In Rue Belle- 



ly. It la said, and nevertheless lived 
within his income while expending 
fully tho GOO.OOO francs allowed for 
entertalnmenta. It la said that Presi- 
dent FalUercB haa been able up to 
tho present to put aaldo 1,000,000 
franca a year and that laat year he 
bad tho pleasure of exceeding this 
anioutn. Mme. Falllorca especially. Is 
credited with being a very thrifty 
housekeeper.
